We happen to think there would be 
some instances, such as the coming of a 
large industrial plant, wherein the County 
would do well to grade for streets and 
pave them with the company paying for 
materials.

A Cotton Holiday To Kill the Weevil? 


- The boll weeyil scourge this year has been disastrous—worse than in 1940 and 1941 when “half . 


crops” of cotton were common for Georgia farmers and their neighbors in other States. 


A news correspondent from Meriwether Coun- 


ty points up just how badly our Chattahoochee: 


Valley-area farmers fared this year by quoting 
a farmer as estimating this year's crop there at 
10,000 bales or less, whereas Meriwether once 
produced 45,000 bales. Ner two cotton oil mills 
are shut down. 


Meriwether’s predicament is typical of 
other counties, and so serious is their own 
case that they are seeking what has often 
been suggested but never tried—a cotton 
holiday for a year. This is proposed to kill 
off the weevil which entomologists say can- 
not live without the cotten boll. 


If the weevil threat could be crushed, a holi- 
day would be worth while indeed—and it would 
provide the broader economic advantage of with- 
holding from the market a year’s production. 

Meriwether farmers are so earnest in their 
desire to solve the weevil problem that they 
have drawn a petition, obtained 150 signatures 
from farmers, large and small, and will try to 
get Farm Bureau indorsement in Georgia and 
other States for a cotton holiday next year. 

These farmers prefer the direct approach—no 
more heavy planting, heavy poisoning, and heavy 
losses for them. In some cases their failure is 
tragic, and all deserve sympathetic attention. 

But one wonders if the cotton holiday is a 


practicable solution. First, the movement could 
hardly be universal; farmers are an independent 
lot and not all would conform. 

_ The cotton industry would suffer complete 
disorganization. Buyers, handlers, and all those 
associated. with the business would be affected. 
ag makers and handlers would likewise 
suffer. 


It is easy to visualize also that the holi- 
day would affect the farmers themselves ad- 
versely by giving the world market com- 
pletely into the hands ef other nations whe 
would be formidable adversaries in trade 
competition after a year te build their sales 
lines unchallenged. . 


It would seem the better part of logic for farm- 
ers to declare their holiday on an individual 
basis—as many of them as possible removing 
themselves from production and leaving the field 
to those able to put another year’s crop to the 
weevil test—and fo combat the hazard ‘properly. 

Cotton’s future is in. the hands of farmers 
who can produce it more gheaply than in the re- 
cent past. Unless it is produced cheaply, the 
margin of profit is too small to make it feasible. 
Already other States are finding short cuts to 
cheaper production, and Georgia farmers are suf- 
fering from the results of one of the lowest 
yields per acre in the nation. 


q In the Best

Not in a long time have the wires brought a 
more heartening story, nor one in the best tra-

South, than that of Jefferson Military College.

the school and keep our honor.”

Another View of Denfeld 


WASHINGTON—Behind the drama of the relief of Adm. Laws 
E. Denfeld, several grave issues have been pretty successfully con- 
cealed. The most important of these is the nature of the duty owed 
to the civilian chiefs of the Armed Services by the Services’ uni- 
formed leaders. 

Adm. Denfeld, it must first of all be remembered, was chosen 
to be Chief of Naval Operations because he was thought likely to 
co-operate in the service unification which he has now attacked: 
The late Secretary of Defense James V, Forrestal (who would per- 
sonally have preferred Adm. Forrest P. Sherman) made no secret 
of the fact that he had named Denfeld as the most available of 
the high-ranking officers who would not continue to fight unifi- 
cation after it became law. 

Furthermore, after being named Chief of Naval Operations, 
Adm. Denfeld fulfilled these expectations. He accepted unifica- 
tion’s basic principle, that each of the three services must work 
to the agreed strategic plans laid down by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
He concurred in the Key West and Newport agreements, limiting 
the Navy’s mission to control of the seas. And all this was bitterly 
resented by the clique of naval aviators led by Adm. A. W. Rad- 
ford, whose giant carrier project was in fact a project for putting 


the Navy into the strategic aviation business. 
When Adm. Denfeld came up for reappoint- 


Reappointinent ment as Chief of Naval Operations last Sum- 
mer, the current storm was already brewing. At that time, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Francis P. Matthews pointedly asked Adm. Den- 
feld whether he still remained loyal to the idea of unification, and 
particularly to its underlying principle. Adm. Denfeld assured the 
Secretary that he need have no fear on thése points. 

Shortly therefter the storm broke with Capt. Crommelin’s first 
public statement, which was almost certainly the planned first move 
of a planned: attack concerted by the whole naval aviators’ group. 
It is vital to realize that this attack was originally aimed at Adm. 
Denfeld himself, who was then being bitterly criticized for his 


# weakness in presenting the Navy case to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Yet when Adm. Bogan sent in his commentary on Capt. Crom- 
melin’s statement, Adm. Denfeld appended a somewhat noncommit- 
tal but decidedly amiable indorsement. Therefore, when Cromme- 
lin passed out these documents to the press, Secretary Matthews 
at once sent for Adm. Denfeld and demanded to know where he 
stood. It was then that the astonished Secretary learned that his 
Chief of Naval Operations, who had been so free with contrary 
assurances, now proposed to join in the attack which had first been 
aimed at himself and his record. 

Until the last moment, Defense Department leaders continued 
to wonder whether Adm. Denfeld would be quite so agile as to 
support Capt. Crommelin and Adm. Radford in open hearings. Yet 
he did so in the end. 

The explanation seems to be that Adm. Denfeld was not strong 
enough to stand up under the pressure of Navy opinion, thé threat 
of actual ostracism which always hangs over any Navy maverick. 
Perhaps he recalled how the great Adm. Sims was totally ostra- 
cized for fighting to replace the Navy’s bureau organization, even 
then barnacle-crusted, by a modern staff system. é 


T ed Seen in this light, the behavior of Adm. Denfeld be- 
rageacgy comes at least understandable, and his personal trag- 
edy evokes deep sympathy. At the same time, the action of Sec. 
retary Matthews remains beyond reasonable criticism. The Secre- 
tary had a right to expect that his Chief of Naval Operations would 
not change his mind about the assurances he had given. This ex- 
pectation’ was disappointed. Furthermore, a situation was created 
in which the subordination of the uniformed services to their civil- 
ian leaders was plainly at stake—for any kind of discipline is clear- 
ly impossible if recalcitrants have only to plead “honor” and “honest 
conviction” in order to escape from it. 

It is an odd fact that aside from the unjustly maligned Gen. 
Omar Bradley, the only man who has shown much courage and 
conviction in this service row should have been picked from a card 
file. Secretary Matthews was so chosen, from a file at Demo- 
cratic national headquarters, when the President and Secretary of 
Defense-Louis Johnson wanted a quick replacement for the abrupt- 
ly departing former Secretary of the ‘Navy John Sullivan. Mat- 
thews’ recommendations then were the fact that he was an Irish- 
Catholic, and his large party contributions. If the facts are under- 
stood, however, the card file must now be admitted to have pr 
duced a man of character. .

WASHINGTON—It is a temptation, under the harassments and anxieties over 
strikes involving such giant industries as coal and steel, to seek a scapegoat by 
castigating “big labor” or “the monopoly of labor,” as it is frequently: put. But 

ee ; it is not so simple as that, and yielding to that temptation solves nothing. 

Why do we have “big labor” today? It’s because our basic industries are or- 

ee ate a few big units that control the bulk of production, each doing billions of dollars of 

a year, stretching across State lines. Being mass production industries, turning out their 
Products on an assembly-line basis, each of them employs hundreds of thousands of persons, which, 
of itself, endows them with a public character that imposes tremendous responsibility on their

ey are economic states within the liti- 
eal — | on 
ce the hundreds of thousands of persons 

employed in one of these giant industrial em- 
Pires do the same sort of work and have the 
same sort of problems, it is essential that the 
union embrace all of industry to protect their 
common welfare. Which means what has come 
to be called “industry-wide bargaining.” 

But it’s deeper than that, as the historical 
background shows. 


Who started the trend toward concentra- 
tion and monopoly? It wasn’t labor. It be- 
gan with industry and it began a long time 
ago. Even as long ago as 1890 it disturbed 
some of our thoughtful public men so much 
that a Federal statute was enacted te try 
to curb and regulate this concentration—the 
Sherman Antitrust Act. That, of course, 
hasn’t stopped it. Perhaps nothing could. 
Perhaps we were headed inevitably in that 
direction. 


The “trusts,” as they were calle then, gained 
tremendous power in politics because of their eco- 
nomic power. They overawed politicians big and 
little. For a long time they were able to resist 
the organization of their workers into unions. 
Bloodshed was part of the angry, bitter saga of 
unionization. 

Steel, for instance, finally yielded to organi- 
vation only yesterday, figuratively—in 1935. 


These great industrial empires still are the 
most powerful force in our politics, despite care- 
less talk about labor now being the “big: mo- 
nopoly.” It was they who put over the Taft- 
Hartley Act, for example, proving they are still 
stronger in Congress than labor, a fact that any- 

y who knows anything about Congress knows. 
If some of the big empires had had their way 
completely, that law would have been much more

panies, and 10@ percent of aluminum produc- 
tion by three companies, according to a re- 
cent Federal Trade Commission report. 


Industrial and financial monopoly, Agi self, 
is the problem, not labor’s necessary organization 
to protect itself against this concentrated power. 
It is because control of so much of our indus- 
trial capacity is concentrated in so few great 
corporations that a strike in any one of them can 
so quickly paralyze a considerable part of our 
industrial mechanism. 

Earnest people are giving serious thought to- 
day to the underlying problem of monopoly and 
concentration of industrial control. 

That is, indeed, the point of attack, not labor. 
Meanwhile, this concentrated organization of our 
industrial society requires real statesmanship 
among managers of big industry and leaders of 
labor. Unless they can demonstrate that in such 
crises as those today in coal and steel and settle 
their differences without the intervention of Gov- 
ernment, as President Truman has kept insisting 
that they do, then the time will surely come when 
Government will be compelled to assume a new 
role permanently, on behalf of the public, and 
some other form of society will be the result. 

That is the real stake in what is going on 
today.

The prize, $1,000. 

Once you have baked this cake 
you will know why. it so easily. 
won the first prize in a national 
contest. It’s a superb three- 
layer cake with a deep caramel 
flavor and color. it’s rich and 
sweet, so perhaps should be 
saved for special occasions. That 
is hard to do at our house, for 
when we have friends in they 
always ask for Burnt Sugar 
Cake, so I find myself making it 
very often. 

About 12 years ago we 
watched the “bake-off” in a na- 
tion-wide pie and cake contest 
using a particular shortening. 
The contest had been running 
for six months so hundreds and 
hundreds of fine recipes were 
entered. As the recipes were 
tested the process of elimination 
started. After several months of 
judging, we narrowed the field 
to 50 excellent cakes and pies. 

At long last the final judgment 
day arrived. The judging com- 
mittee was made up of eight 
men and women. After hours of 
scoring and tasting the vote for 
the first prize $1,000 cake was 
unanimous—Burnt Sugar Cake. 
The winning pie, well, that’s for 
a later column. 


BURNT SUGAR CAKE 


Caramelize 34 cup sugar until 
golden brown. Gradually add one 
cup boiling water. Cook until a 
thick syrup is formed, about six 
minutes. Cool slightly. 


2/3 cup shortening. 

114 cups sugar. 

2 eggs, separated. 

1 teaspoon soda. 

1 tablespoon warm water. 

1 cup cold water. 

3 cups sifted flour. 

1 teaspoon baking powder. 

4 teaspoon salt. 

1 teaspoon vanilla.
